and died.* All but one. A strain which he 
had produced by cross-breeding two samples 
from East Africa stood out bn. ght and glcaim¬ 
ing against the brown earth background as if 
painted, on a xi th a green brush. 

Fortunately* Ripperton had half an aero 
of the resistant grass* He shipped ten tons 
of fresh cuttings to dairymen throughout the 
islands. In less than a year their fields 
wore again waving green with 15-foot napicr 
grass* healthy as patches of sorghum. 

Some contend that had napicr grass been 
wiped out * dairymen would, have found a sub¬ 
stitute crop* Others hold that Ripperton 
saved the entire cattle industry of Hawaii, 

At any rate* he not the crisis. The disease
